A FORGER'S CAREER. 

A Woman iTIuidtM-vd to Kt>oi» 
Her Silent— Tiic Leader 
Arrested. * 

NewYor^ Mar^h'' ik— Two for- 
gers, Geo. Wilkes and; Joe Elliot, arre.it- 
ed in New York, Tuesday night, are 
said to be the leaders of a gang of for- 
gers, who victimized a nuinberof banks 
in this country and Canada, and tlie 
police of many large cities have been 
hunting unsuccessfully for them for 
mouths, it haa been the practice of the 
gang to establish busipe^s i^ielations 
with' a bank *to)3e opera"ied 'uiVon"by de 
positing and drawing against gennine 
drafts for moderate amounts, and then 
to de])osit a forged tlraft for a large 
anionut and draw against it on the 
same day. Records in Lispector Byrne's 
office show the forgers obtained 
000 from seven 'baaks durifjg'^he sum- 
mer and autumn of- 1885. 'Elliott, 
wliTjse real iiftine is Reilly, and who is 
known as "Little Joe," began his crini- 
inalcareer many yearaugo iri thiscity as 
a sneak thief. Ho. was engaged with big 
Frank McCoy and two others in rob 
biiig a savings bank in Baltimore of 
several hundred thousand dollars. He 
tied to Europe, and in Consianlinoide 
met Joe Chapman and a man known 
as the "Uago." They committed forger- 
ies there and^werejsent to prison for four 
years. Chapman's wife, who lived in 
liOndon, carried them tiles and saws, 
with which Klliott and "J)ago" effected 
their escape, but they abandoned Chap- 
man in prison. When they returned to 
Jjcndon, Mrs. Chapman upbraided 
them for leaving her husband in pri- 
son, and threatciiud to denounce them. 
Une morning Mrs. Chapman was found 
murdered in her >ropm. Elliott" and 
"Dago" came to this country, aiid the 
latter is now serving a term Tor forgery. 
Elliott was concerned in the forgery of 
a check for .8(54,000 on the New York 
Lifo Insurance Company in 1877, for 
which, after having once escaped tho 
officers who arrested liiiu, he served a 
term. When be. was released he deter- 
mined to reform, and married Kate 
Castleton, the actress, but ihey quar- 
relled and separated and ho again went 
to llie bad. Wilkes has also a remark- 
able history. In 1872 he was the head 
of a syndicate of fiorgers who went to 
EuropeVith tho intention of floating 
the continent with forged circular 
notes. The foreign police made it hot 
for them, and finally Peter Burns, one 
of the gang, committed suicide in an 
Italian jail. Wilkes was e.xpel led from 
Italy and returned here. 

Hawaii. 

Stephen Jones, who came to the is- 
lands in 1840, from London, is dead 

at the age of 80 years. 

The royal yacht Healutii having pro- 
od her superiority as a swift and sea- 
worthy craft, is reported to have been 
rele^i^ated to the less prosaic business of 
carrying 6sb between ports on Hawaii. 

King Kalakana gave a descriptivu 
lecturt on the Hawaiian Islands, at 
Kaumakapili Church, on the evening 
of Mar-:;h the 7Lh, to an audience of 
800 people. The royal lecturer touched 
upon the theory of the creation of the 
group, from volcanic action^ the popu- 
lation by migration from 'Japan, the 
gradual development of the resources 
of tlie islands, the artesian water sup- 
ply, and tho kindred interests of the 
Carolines, Solomon, Gilbert and other 
groups with those of Hawaii. He pic- 
tured tbe henefits that would accrue to 
the entire group on the completion of 
the Pttnama Canal. Bis Majesty made 
use of several colored charts, during 
his remarks, and his e.vplanations seem 
to be readily understood by the audi- 
ence. At the clo.so he referred en pas- 
sant to the Ohinese troubles in Cali- 
fornia and elsewhere, and likened the 
inllu.\ of Chinese into that great coun- 
try to a flea upon a man's 'leg, saying 
that, although the space was larger y«t 
the olernent was apt to prove tro^bIe- 
aome. He deprecated making Hawiiii 
a Chinese colony, and nuestioned if a 
ma}(imi^m of that race had not already 
arrived here,

THE LIQUOR QUmSTION. 

The result ol ii discussion ou tho liciuor 
queatiou, wliiuii iiioidouuny arose in llie 
Iiottse last week, effectually disi)osed of any 
logislntion iu the matter tbis eesBion. The 
views of tha mombers do not eiill for spe- 
cial recupitiilntiou ; suffice it to say that 
there is hh great a ilift'ereuce of opinion 
among tlieui ns there is niuonys' 'lie public 
on this really iutrieatu ciuestion. JSiit apart 
from 'the iiierils of tbu opinions outertuiueil 
it is well that no attempt to reform, or alter 

to use a more impartial term — will be 

made just now, because, as the loader of 
the goveruiuent remari;ed, whatever deeia- 
iou the house might come to on a nieasure 
dealing with the liquor traffic, its mombers, 
no matter how oonaoieutiouRly they 
might vote, could not be sure that they 
would be acting in their representative 
capacity — that by their votes they would be 
echoing the oi)iuiou of the majority 
of their constituents^ There is but little 
duiibt the ciuoatioii will be niado a promi- 
nent one at the next general' election 
when, if there be a prevailinj; desire 
auiongat the elootors for any decided re- 
form in this direction, it will quickly bo 
nianifeatod, and inenibora thus knowing 
tho precise views and wishes of their con- 
Blituenta, will be able to govern tlieni- 
aelves accordingly. Tliat opinions held 
on tho liiiuor (luestion are more pro- 
nounced than thoy have been is very 
evident, but whether its most uncompro- 
mising opponents are Bulficiently numer- 
ous to be able to return to the logialaturc 
candidates committed to introduce ami 
support the moat striniiont measures, la, 
at present, duubtful. The (juestion la a 
most difficult one, involving as it does so 
many considerations. Had it been other- 
wise its agitation in many eouatries fur 
years past would have shown, we think, 
results more decided than can as yet he 
seen. That tliero ia an evil in connection 
with tho subject will, except by the most 
prejudiced, bo admitted; but the 
direction in which a remedy alndl 
be applied that will at once be 
efileotuul and jnst is what is puzzling 
many a thoughtful niiud, that finds ditH- 
eulty iu deciding whether that remedy 
should be aimed at tho mftnulncture, tlio 
sale or the purchase ot licjuor, iiic nature ol 
that remedy and the particular degree of 
.severity or pressure by which it should be 
eharaeteri/.od. Careful deliberation, and 
conclusions moditied by the knowhuigo that 
legislation upon such a vexed problem must 
be gradual rather than suddenly radical, 
should be exhibited by those desiring to 
etVect a reform which has baffled many able 
minds and many that were at flrat thought 
etlectivo meiusures. L'ouacieutioasuess ■ami 
siuglenesH of puriioses will have to be gov- 
<)rued by that t almness of judgment which 
deprecatas all po.sitivjsm and liusliuess of 
ccjuclusiou iu regard to so important and 
serious a question. 



" NOTHING UTAHTLINa." 

Under this heading an evening contem- 
porary ii)forms the public that there is 
"nothing startling" in the transections of 
certain members with the government 
Well, that all dependu. Ii llie persons 
who did the buainesa are supporters of tho 
government, then they are "Ihievea, 
rascals, lecherous parasites, liars, scoun- 
drels." But if they are members of the 
opposition then they aro too lovely for 
any^.hing and just tlio nicest set of men 
that ever sat in any legislature. At least 
such is the overpowering logic of tho 
Times, wJiich attempts to excuse tho mis- 
conduct of tlie membb.s whom it puts on 
the back (nearly all of whom, by the way, 
are interested in that paper) by the state- 
ment tlnit they received less from the 
treasury than i\lr. Cunningham did. That 
reminds one of a story in one of ftlarryat'a 
books: A girl, who was about to take ser- 
vice, was questioned us to her moraliiy 
when she confobsed that she had onco 
besQ a mother. "But, ma'am," she added , 
"It was a very little one," Making due 
allowance for a "fellow feeling" on the 
part of the Times fur its owners, which 
probably prompted it to offer the paltry 
excuse for their misconduct, wo cannot 
refrain from saying that Mossis. Grant, 
Galbraith and McLoeae have been fairly 
caught. Just when their organ was howl- 
ing for all that it was worth at the 
immorality and dishonesty of Mr. Cun- 
ningham, slap ! came a return on tho 
table of tho house which shows that the 
Times partners are rowing in the same 
boat with Mr. Cunningham. If one seat 
is forfeit all are forfeit. One cannot be 
taken and the others left. 



THE TRWMtH OF THE C.OVERN 
MBNT. 

The majority of tho government on tho 
Biel matter was really 94. The loss 
oaused by the defection of the bolters was 
more than met by accessions to the fed- 
eral ranks from other provinces. Kiel ia 
dead and buried and so is 'the agitation 
with which the Ontario liberals hoped to 
encompiiBs the defeat of Sir John's gov- 
ernment. In spite of all that has been 
done by tho Globe and kindred prints the 
oonservativea are still in power and are 
likely to continue there during Sir John's 
lifetime, at least. The division has not 
only shown that the coantry approves of 
the execution of tho arch rebel, it has 
also taught tho Quobecers a much needed 
lesson. They have been shown that it is 
possible to carry on a ministry without 
their BSBistanoe, and that Sir John JNIao- 
donald cnn afford to lose their vote and 
Btill command the confidence of the coun- 
try. 

THE ROYAL UOSPITAL. 

The annual report of tho directors of 
this racst necoaaitouB institution will be 
found iu this issue. Tho tale it narrates 
will enlist the sympathies of everyone. 
The establishment is running behind. 
Last year the funds of the hospital were 
largely drawn upon for tho relief of sick 
men from all parts of tho province who 
came to tho hospital to he treated. It is 
aosrcely necessary to say that tho strain 
ii so great that donations will have to bo 
more liberal if the concern is to be main- 
tained in its present state of efficiency. 

THE MONOPOLY BILLS. 

The Vancouver ilorald is still fretting 
its soul over the monopoly bills. Our 
contemporary may rest easy. The mea- 
sures cannot pass the ordeal of a careful 
examination at Ottawa. The monopoly 
clauses will surely be excised there. T'ley 
should never have gono through tho house 
here. Some years ago a man mado appli- 
cation for an e.xclusiwe right to build and 
operate a woolen mill. The application 
opposed and was denied. And yet a wcol 
monopoly would be harmless by com- 
parison with ail exclusive right to'"8ftll 
water and light.

foRT SlMl'SON, 1^. C, 

March 4lh, lS8(i. 
To TiiKEnrroii: — There are a few words 
wo would like to write and ask you to be 
good enough to print thorn. Wo saw in 
the Times of Fob. P2th a petition from 
thi., ^art of the coast to Mr. Grant, M. P. 
P., which does not give the truth, 'L'lioao 
who sign this petition suy they are ag- 
grieved and want redress. What are tlioy 
aggrieved about / What have tho Indiana 
done to them / We have tried to keep 
our people from Sabbutii breaking and 
drunkenness and debauchery. Is this why 
they feel aggrieved, and why they wish to 
call us disloyal to tho government ( We 
wiah to say we are nut disloyal to our 
Queen and government. We believe tho 
Queen's laws are good and we wont to see 
them honeatly carried out. We have our 
ov.n council to settle our own family 
troubles, as our fathers had before us, 
without expense to them or the govern- 
ment, and wo do not see why tho white 
men wiah to trouble ua about this. The 
petitiini saya they wiah to place us under 
an agent ot the government. Do they 
wish us to be like the Indiana at Fort 
Rupert and other places where there are 
agents I We hear that at Fort Rupert 
tnore ia moro drinking and fighting and 
potlaching and bad work than there was 
before the axoiit came, and missionary 
work makes leas advancement. For this 
and other roaaona our people do not wish 
an agent ut present. \N'c think it foolish 
the way government spends money on 
agents when the people got no good from 
them. 

Thu petition says that confusion and ill- 
will exist among the Indians. This is not 
so in regard to our village. Wo live in 
peace. The petition tries to show that the 
Indiana havo no right to object to liquor 
being sold in their village. Everyone 
knows that liqi)or has been death to the 
Indians. In our vilUgo there are abou t 
800 Indians and on'y five or six whites 
who make their home here, and we think 
wo ought to bo heard, Uf tho men who 
signed the petition only throe belong to 
this place and two of those aro oinployed 
by the store that soUa the liquor. There 
are also the names of twodniners who have 
spent tho winter hero. The pelition says 
the whole Indian population of the district 
baa been caiivaa.ied to ubiaiii signatures to 
a petition to obtain if pr.asible, th ".iicel- 
lation of the license. This is in '. true. 
The potitioii was not taken to a 
single individual away frpra Port Simpson, 
and there is not an Indian in our village 
who does not desire tho removal of tho 
licence. The petition says, "Wu Imve 
not he.ird of a aingle inatanco of an Indian 
obtaining liquor either directly or other 
wise. " Where did the half-breeds get the 
liquor when thoy were fif^hting on the 
church road on Sunday when thu people 
where going to chiirclii and the Indian 
who went into a house on Uhristnias day 
;ind broke thu windows when the people 
ivero at church, and the Indian servant of 
tho H B.Co. who was drunk coming from 
his work tho oth6r day l Where did he 
get his liquor ] Such things have not 
been known in our village before fur 
twelve years einco the mission 
began. Tho petition says also that 
"drunkenneas among the whites haa been 
losa coinnion than before the !?ranting of 
the license," This ia hard believe. 
Now we think when white men put their 
names to the paper, they ahould bo sure 
that what they write is true. 

If you will allow us wo will write again 
about our relation to tho got ornmeiit.

To THK I'^Diroi;: — I'liu communication 
that appeared in Tin: Weeldtj CulonLit 
issued March lUth, signed "Miner," and 
dated Victoria, March IGth, conveyed 
a(mie wonderful information, that is fur 
men that can bo mi.sled, but I don't be- 
licvo there are many, if any, :n our 
country that are ignorant enough to 
credit such false .^talomentfl. 

In tho first place lie claims there are 
two wogon roads now in existence to 
within -iu or 15 miles of the Similkmeen 
mines. Tho word "'about" ia calculated 
to stretch the distunce from 40 niles to 
the correct diatance, which i.s 70 nnles, for 
the only wagon road which is anywhere 
near tho {{old fields is the old Hupe- 
Similkameen wagon road which is not 
moro than 20 niiloa from the Tulanieon or 
norlh fork of Siniilkaiiuen river and 
about ,'5.'! miles to Granite city. In anotlier 
part he saya the Hope road is out of tho 
! question. As ho has shown too much 
' cowardice tu sign his name the writer is 
nut certain that he is not one of the 
Nico'a traders who brought all his freiglit 
r/i( Hope to (iraiiite city last fall and 
after the vuiek train dHlivcrod the t/oiids at 
Granite city had to wait a week for the 
invoices of his goods which wont in tho 
I mail by way of Spence's Bridge and 
j Coutlio'a. 

Again, ho claims that all parties can be 
: served by constructing a wagon road by 
' (,)uishanan or Goiillio'a. 1 wcjuld tliink any 
sane man would say very diU'oreut wlien he 
I saw the lengthy petitions the Siinilkaincen 
I people sent to the liouac; also tho Frasor

to them not quite a hundred years ago. 
After entering by th) Straits of Juan do 
Fuca, and sailing from Poiat Roberts to

Many Killed uiitl Woiiiideil. 



(Exclusive to The Colonist) 

Brushki-s, March 27. — Tlio Chateau 
Altroinont at Proales has been destroyed 
by tire set by the strikers. The glass 

works at Marulilennes port, two miles from 
Charlcroi, werd burnod by rioters to day. 
The roliina; milla at Montceuu have bouu 
sacked by elrikera. Gaii(ra of strikers are 
everywhere in the mining countries forc- 
ing tho men to stop work, and going about 
pilhiging factories. The local authorities 
are absolutely powerless before the daily 
iiicroaiing strength of tho rioters. It 
will now require very lari^e roinforoo- 
monta of troops to quell the riots. At 
VilUitte the danger from riots became 
so groat to-day that a detachment of 
troops with artillery was sent in response 
to an appeal for help, and the soldiers 
reached the scene just in tune to save 
from destruction tho Limbert works 
which were about to bo burned. Many 
of the rioters wore arrested. 

CuAitLKUoi, JNIarch 27. — Evening. — A 
reiyri of terror prevails in this city. Riot- 
ers, Ptouaands in number and armed with 
weapons of erory description, have held 
posaesaion of the streeta all day. Many 
stores and dwellings havo been attacked 
and pillaged ahd in sumo caaea burned. 
Tho military massed in force here from 
all neighboring points were used to day 
with terrible ell'ect to dibperse tho rioters. 
The troops as stion as they appeared were 
met by the uiub and tiercely assailed. 
An ordor to tire w»s liuiilly given and 
several voUoys were quickly poufed into 
tho ranks nf the 8lrikor.i. Tiie result was 
that 'JO 01 tho riotois wore killeJ and hun- 
dreds of them Wounded. Most intense 
CKcitomeiit prevails. Tho hope ia that 
lho terrible atluir will carry with it its 
lesson. Atuong the buildings burned to> 
day by tho mob is the convent of Sulail- 
nionto. 

BltussKi.s, ilareh -7. — Midnight. — 
The city is in a state of wildest excite- 
ment gruwiiig out of the dowb of u|)rising8 
and riots in many parts of lielgiurn. 
Crowds of rough are parading lho struota 
breaking windows and aasaulling oiti/.eiis. 
The police are making most heroic exer- 
tions to disperse the mob which is com- 
posed of the worst elements of the popu- 
lation. 

DispatcFTtis from Charleroi late tu-niglit 
say that 4,000 additional troops havo ar- 
rived tliert) and that the tLiwn ia in x state 
of siege. 'I'roopa aro posted throughout 
the placo and no oiio ia porinilted tn pass 
the seiitnos witliout aiilliori'y. The it.- 
habitants are urged the town ofKciaLs 
to remain within d;'Or3. A body of stri- 
kers attacked the Cuuillet iron works to- 
day. They were repulsed by the troops 
who fired upon them repeatedly. The 
rioters threaten to return in force and re- 
new thoir titlack on the works. 

Later advices from Hoax any that tho 
Bght there to day betweeu the tninpa and 
strikers was of a moat desperate character. 
Ten of the strikers were shot dead and a 
largo number wounded. At Handox 
troops of lancers undoavured to disperao 
the mob. The riotor.H fought deaporately 
and succeeded in driving iha troops be- 
fore them. A lioiitonant and aever.il 
soldiers were severely wounded. It ia 
reported that Mariamont colliery has been 
set on fire by the mob and that the riot- 
ers have invested the Pirineaeand Moud- 
ron glass worka.

The Lost Oregon. 

Ouo peculiar fact that will niaki' tho 
marine wiseacres ohucklif is that the lost 
steamer Oregon was the only veaael in the 
Cnnard fleet whose name did not end in the 
letters "ia," which {act waH the cause of 
many prophecies of ill luck that were made 
at the time when it wan decided that the 
then now (luuiudor should ri'tain the iiiiuie 
under which hUo earned her reputation as 
an ocean nicer. 

"My, though! what u i,'niiid J^ight it wim 
when tlic Ijciiutiful (irej^ou went dnwu !" 
.said the cuptaiu of the Kuldii. "'When 1 
lirst came up with her alie wus down iil the 
head. Gradually she sank lower and lower, 
aud all at once her head plunged out of 
sight under theses and her stem came up 
like a teeter-board. The stern rose ho high 
in the air that you could set- her screw- 
wheel. She reiuaiueil in 'hut duok-like 
position lor a little while, and then bv 
degrees she settled again at the stern, aud 
went down as gracefully na thouf^h gliding 
off tho crailles at a launch. It was all over 
in a minute or two, although aa we all 
looked at the lovely creulure in her helpless 
condition it Bnpinod like a much longrr 
time." 

The loss of the Oregon is but a lepctitiou 
of the old fttory of ocean steamship disasters, 
Thfl sea rolled into one compartment. The 
others were watertight, but the bulkheads 
between them had been opened to admit of 
the readier pa.ssiige of lufjj^age, luid ouu 
after another they filled. The Oregon wua 
doomed,

An English gentleman who viaited this 
city last year has issued a pamphlet from 
which we make the following extrauts: 

Victoria — at half-past three p. m. 
Throe weeks and three hours from homo. 
Room hunting for some hours, but got 
suited eventually. Very atriking and 
very charming ia the approach to Victoria, 
and tho "city" fully bears out tho charac 
tet I had beard of it, when compared with 
any western town of its size. It has only 
about 10,000 inhabitants and 3,000 of 
these are Chinese. Arranged upon tho 
usual woatern plan, its streeta intersect 
at right angles, and are vory wide and 
good, while there is u vary evident tone 
of growth and improvement in all build- 
ings, both public and private. The elec- 
tric light ia used upon masts of immenso 
height, and there is a far more perfect 
telephone system than I have seen in any 
town in the old country. But about Vic- 
toria I ahall have yet much to say. The 
next day 1 was introduced to a gentleman 
who combines the avocation of 

I'liULlO NOTARY .\Nl> LAND AUKNT, 

and to whom I owe no small debt of grat- 
itude for not only did he make my stay 
in Victoria esceedingly agreeable, but 
owing to his thorough knowledge of every 
thing connected with land, and such like 
business I feel that what little I ufTected 
was really wall done. As to my land- 
hunting which I pursued witli unremit- 
ting diligen-jo within a radius of seven or 
eight miles from tho town (it being origin- 
ally my purpose to procure land as near 
as might be to this centre of colonial 
society and civili7,ation) it will bo 
sufficient to May that after leu days of walk- 
ing and driving I was apparently no :ipii.><-: 
the objei't of my search tliau at tiist. VaxcIi 
morning ut leu I had punctually aiipeared 
at my agent's ofliee, and each day I Imd 
Been kouki new district vinited and (liscusaed ; 
hut |)ricoH wrro aiieh as to discimiage specu- 
liition, aud the extent of cultivable liuid in 
the neighborhood is limited. The whole 
island Ih, in fact, as far as it is yet explored, 
far more inviting to the lumberer than the 
fiirmer, being extremely mountainous and 
very heavily timbered; but there are in vari- 
ous diMtriots well watered and excellent land 
where settlers are rapidly locatiug. 

THK Ol.r.MATK OK VICrTOllIA 

appears to iiie all that eould be desired. 
Thoroughly temperate and healthful; win- 
ter short aud iduaaant. with a very scanty 
snowfall; aummers such aa wo in Knglaud 
and Ireland rfmenilnn with regret, or hear 
our elileri) tell fff many yeftrs ago. Th.' 
only coiiiplnint I heard was concerning a 
cool breezi) which growsi every evening w'ith 
great regularity, oomiiiK over the Olympian 
guow-rauge in Washiugtou toiritory. It 
acted on my constitution like a moat invig- 
orating cold bath, Tho country round Vio- 
toria is aimply lovely. The roads are 
fringed with thiokota of wild roses, and 
hero ami there wild Strawberries 
carpet the ground. Qorse aud 
bi'doin (both from the old country) in 
inunonee bushes. Tho roads remind one 
of the lanes in Kent, but nowhere in 
Kent is auoh luxuriance of vegetation; 
such wealth of green and light and 
shadow.

a very paradise of scenery with th'3 great 
snowy background of the Olympian range. 
Compared with Victoria — thia Hollo of 
the Pacific — Tt»nbridgo WoUa is a worn- 
out conimona, and Brighton and East- 
biuirno, vvilh all thoir wealth, are far out- 
shone by the natural charms of the 
Canadian Pacific. Ourinc my fortnight's 
stay I had the pleasure of making severft! 
acquaintances, not to say frieiidshipa, and 
received vory great kindneaa, and there is 
alwaya thia about colonial life, and 
especially in tho bearing of colonials 
towards new-comers, a heartineaa and 
sympathetic friendliness of which we 
know much leaa at home. I was made an 
honorary member of the alub, and what 
might havo been a dull, lonely iinjourn, 
waa tilled with pleaaant intercourao with 
thoroughly good company. Of Vicciria 
aooiety at largo it i' impoae.ibls fm a 
stranger to say more than that I gather it 
la aa in, every new community, consider- 
ably mixed. At the end of 10 days I went 
to the railway office and took my ticket 
for New Vork, convinced that so 
far aa inventing money went my journey 
had been in vain; but feeling that for the 
experience gained I would willingly, if 
necessary, undertake it again. Tho next 
raornini,' I waa owner of ^80 iici'ea, 'MO 
niilei oil the Fraaer river. 1 waa walk- 
ing after dirinor with a friend, who had 
been with mo during my etiiy, and had 
indeed travelled with we from (Queens- 
town, when I saw on a board an adver- 
tiaement of land for sale, upon the sea 
front and adjoining the public park. Now, 
thia sea front happens to bu the only 
place which osn possibly bo the esplanade, 
nf perhaps the 

.MOST IIEAUTIFL'U WATRRINQ I'LACK 
that over was laid out. This lovely 
island will be a pleasure resort incom 
parably beautiful. The Brighton, nr tho 
£la8tbour.a[e, of the Pacific coast of Canada; 
arid not of Canada alone, but of Amer 
ica — for, already, from the hot, dry land 
of California the visitor seeks the refresh- 
ing green of Vancouver's Island. I de- 
termined to enquire about thoao building 
plots in tho morning; and on doing so, 
found that thoy consisted of fourteen 
acres, recently purchased by a ayndicato 
from the Hudson fJay Company, at jJl.i.'iO 
an aero. The landa lie partly within and 
partly without the city limits, and appear 
to havb been carefully surveynd and 
laid out; and are ofered in lots of one 
acre or leas.

Night by night the noxious gases of thoir 
primitive roadside gutters are disinfected 
by the cool draft from the mountains, 
Were it othorviae they would soon learn 
their penny wisdom was pound foolish- 
neas, and even a* it is, typhoid is too

Uo says; "Tho Lower 
Tulamoen,a few miles below whore Gran- 
ite crook enters it, ia a fine looking piece 
of rivor, and our informant boliovos it 
will yet prove to be the best dig- 
gings in that region. About three 
miles of the stream has boon taken up. 
The Similkamortn river has been pros- 
pected to a limited extent, and operations 
there will bo carried on vitjoroualy tho 
coming season. Similkameon gold is quite 
difTerent in appearance from that of Gran- 
ite creek, being darker and rougher. The 
minea are stretched over 14 miles of this 
river. The country hero abounds in game, 
and timber and bunch grass are plentiful. 
On Granite orei'k also there aro some high 
gravol boda which have given oicellont 
prospects. Besides tho atroams men- 
tioned there arc about half a dozen other 
crooks which havo boon proapectod more 
or less, in nearly all of which gold has 
been found in paying quantities. Tho 
gold bolt ombriicca a strip of country 
about oO miles long and from 10 to 13 
miles wide.

DIRECTORS' ANNUAL REPORT. 

Genti.k.UEN : — In presenting our report for INS.'), w,- liave iigain to state, tliut it bceonie.s a nece.ssity 
that provision hIiouIcI be made for greater acoouuiiodation and more fmuls if the in.stitutioa is to keep pace 
with the growing ro(juirenient.s. 

The Steward and Matron have performed tlieir dutie.s aefei)Lal)iy to the Directors,.and the Ho.spitai 
and Convale.scent Home liave been kept in a.s efficient condition a.s the premises admit. 

.The Vi.siting Surgeon ha-s been attentive and active in his duties, and reports a large increase in the 
. number of botli in-door and out-door patients, especially the latter, to whom advice and medicines have 
been gratuitously given, and in this respect a comparison with last year's hills, the treasurer rejiort, -sliows 
an increa.se(l expenditure for (//'W/.s" awl sufc/iad apitli (iiict's oi' S:l()5.7.'5, to which must he added Messrs. 
Lan^Iey it- Co.'s bill of some S200 forwaixled too late to go with the l«iS5 aeeoiuits. 

" The Directors awarded contracts on June lOth, iHSr,, Id tlie eixl of the Hospital year to the i'ollow- 
-in""- : H. Saunders, groceries ; Beak & Co., nieats and vegetables ; King, bread'. Contract for coal was not 
awarded, but two cargoes were purchased at the mines and lanilcd at more favorable rates than tenders. 

Tlie quo.stiou of contraeting for the .supply of dnigs, i-te . should be considered by the new board, 
and the contract .system should be adhered to as luueli as [xis.siiiK'. 

The Dii-eetor.s began their ii.seal year with !?2,G.'>2.n:J in hand, and now end it witli a balance of 
S570.50, showing that it required $2,082.:?2 more than the receipts to carry on the institution, besides bills 
not yet in amounting to about S;^0().

The past year s increase is made up principally l>y the extra expenditure for drugs, meats, breads, 
and the engaging of a permanent Night Nurse. 'J'he cost of groci'rii.'s shows a decrease of SlOl.o?, not- 
withstanding the large increase of patients. 

The average cost per day for each re.sident patient in the Hospital ami (Convalescent Home, which 
includes the disbur.sements on oai-door patients, was. not qnite 5()i cents,

The Visiting Surgeon reported last rear the miinber of patients admitted as 1-1-S, and attended to 
about 150 out-door patients. This year's report shuws admitted 20-t, out-door patients -WO. 

The Directors notice that patients trom all parts of tlie Proviiiee seek admittance at this institution, 
notwithstanding that sindlar institutions are located in at least four other parts of the Province, ami as to 
the naiionalitj' of the patients, the registry shows that citizens from all parts of the world have been 
admittetl; but'ospecially from the United Kingdom, the Dominion of Canada and United States. 

The (piestion of selecting a favorable location for a new hospital to be built on the pavilion plan 
was reportetl last year, but<the Directors have not been able to consiimate the desired object and would urge 
on the new board the earl}'' consideration of tliis subject. 

The new hospital should indhide a Pay Patient Wanl. 

The voluntary subscriptions amounting to §935,50, come from one hundred and twenty-seven per- 
sons or timis, the greater number being old and regular sub.scriliers who are represented on the directorate^ 
by six out of the eight constituting the board. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria is not a suhsei-ilier to the hospital funds, neither has the 
institution free water, nor has it the right of free burial plots at the cemetery for its indigent dead, so that 
the selection of a suitable site (four to six acres) outside the c\ty limits, near to the line of the Island R. R., 
could not be objected to. 

The institution has grown .so large and .so provincial in its ehar.neter, the Directors have no he.si tjltion 
in saying that at lea.st a grant of S7,500 from the Government sliouhl be received this year. 

The Directors approximate the cost of a new hospital, etc.. at ?-25,000, and providing a donation of 
SIO.OOO be received from the Govei-nment, the balance can be ntaih; tip from the sale of the pi-esent premises 
and contributions from our citizens.
